C ertain varieties of fruit and shade 
trees are said ne ve r to be stra ig h t of 
trunk at th e tim e of being broug ht 
from the nurse ry ; so, instead of be­ 
wailing 
the 
crookedness 
of 
trees, 
m eans should be em ploy ed for stra ig h t­ 
ening them. 
But w h eth e r tre e s a re crooked or 
not, som e of th e plans h erew ith pre­ 
sented should be employ ed for the pur­ 
pose of sup porting y oung tre e s till 
th ey have developed a root sy stem 
th a t will hold th e m up straig ht, say s 
w riter in Successful Farm ing . 
Not 
only does th is bracing hold th e trees 
in proper form and position for rapid 
g row th, but w here the wind w eaves 
the trees around, they q uickly w ear a 
larg e opening , at th e point w here they 
e nte r the g round, so th a t the action of 
the sun and wind have 
a m ost de tri­ 
m ental effect on th e roots, dry ing them 
out and retarding norm al developm ent 
of th e trees.

or wired (or both) securely to th e 
sta ke driven into th e g round, and tied 
to the tree with a soft cord or rag - 
string . 
At th e point w here it com es in 
contact with th e tree, it should be 
w rapped well w ith som e kind of soft 
m aterial to avoid rubbing the bark. 
In Fig . 2 w e h a ve a m ethod which, 
w hile req uiring a little m ore tim e and 
labor th an in Fig . 1, is m ore substa n­ 
tial and effective. 
T h ree strong stakes 
a re driven in th e g round ne a r th e tree. 
A hoop from a ba rre l is nailed secure­ 
ly to th e stakes. 
A stiff stick Is laid 
across this hoop and fastened firmly to 
a couple of th e sta ke s with nails. 
At 
th e point m arked “X ” in th e illustra­ 
tion th is stick is w rapped well with 
som e old cloth or paper, and th e tree 
tied securely to it. 
A nother stick fas­ 
tened to th e hoop crossw ise to this 
one, and tied to th e tree at “X,” would 
prove still m ore substantial. 
T his device not only p revents th e : 
tr e e from w eaving about w hen the 
w ind blows, but it is a fine a rra ng e ­ 
m e nt for straig h tening and keeping 
stra ig h t the y oung trees. 
F urth er, to 
furnish am ple protection from rabbits, 
mice, etc., one has but to tac k some 
fine poultry ne tting on to th e stakes.

N e a rly every fruit g row er h a s his 
ow n p articular plan or ideal for sh a p ­ 
ing his trees. 
T he sam e ty pe of tre e 
is not g row n by all orchardists, and 
should not be, since each ty pe is e s­ 
pecially adapted 
for 
certain 
condi­ 
tions. 
M ost orchard m en p ractice w inter 
pruning , as w inter is th e tim e to 
p rune to shape th e tree. 
If heavy 
pruning is done it can 
be accom ­ 
plished in the early spring or dor­ 
m a nt season w ith th e least injury to 
th e tree. 
S um m e r and w inter p run­ 
ing have their p articular advantag es. 
I w ish to take up one point in con­ 
nection w ith sum m e r pruning and th a t 
is th e pruning of bearing trees for in­ 
c reased color. 
In som e fruit-g row ing sections th e 
apples do not ta ke on sufficient color 
to m a ke ex tra fancy fruit. 
W e have 
found th a t under such conditions by 
practicing sum m er pruning we can in­ 
c rease th e color from 20 to 40 per 
cent. 
S um m er pruning cannot be done any 
tim e the g row er happens to have tim e 
to do th e work, but m ust be done a t a 
definite time. 
T h a t tim e is a fte r th e 
te rm ina l buds have set. 
A t this tim e th e tre e s have stopped 
g row th for the season and the wood 
beg ins to ripen up for w inter. 
If 
pruned earlier th e tre e s will send out 
a new g row th a fte r form ing a rose tte 
a t each cut, and th is late g row th will 
often w inter kill. 
S um m e r pruning should not rem ove 
th e heavy branch es hut should ta ke 
out 
th e 
interlocking 
branches 
and 
about one-half the* p resent se ason’s 
g row th. 
This opens up the tre e and 
a dm its th e sunlig ht a t th e ripening 
period.

about tw o eg g s which a re a total loss.

Because th ere a re so m any lig htly 
cracked eg g s and because they will 
bring a low er price if put in cases by 
them selves, m ost shippers have g ot 
into the h abit of including about 5 
per cent of cracked eg g s in th e cases 
of supposedly sound eg g s. 
T his prac­ 
tice has continued so long th a t the re­ 
ceivers in cities have adjusted prices 
according ly . 
On the averag e the ship­ 
per is really paid for just w hat he 
ships. 
Very often the receiver blam es the 
railroad for all th e lig ht as well as the 
heavy dam ag e in th e case; and since 
th e inclusion of the 5 per cent of lig ht­ 
ly dam ag ed eg g s has becom e g enerally 
known, it com m only is supposed th at 
it is these eg g s which, being weak, 
are furth e r dam ag ed in transit. 
T he 
investig ators of the dep artm ent, how ­ 
ever, find that these lig ht cracks, or 
even dents, if well packed, loaded, 
and transp orted, are only one-third 
m ore liable to dam ag e th a n are the 
sound eg g s sim ilarly handled. 
If the 
cases a re well packed and shipped In 
well-loaded car lots, th e additional 
liability to dam ag e is only about one- 
fifth of an eg g per case. 
From the 
view point of transp ortation alone the 
5 per cent of lig htly cracked eg g s 
ap pears to be com paratively unim por­ 
tant. 
Cra c k e d Eggs Ca us e Se rious Los s If 
Store d. 
From th e view point of cold storag e, 
however, even lig htly cracked eg g s 
are of g re a t im portance. 
T he inves­ 
tig ators find th a t about 50 per cent of 
th e cracked eg g s are rotten by N ovem ­ 
ber, g enerally because of a g row th of 
mold. 
Som etim es the moldy crack 
resting ag ainst th e filler infects it 
and th e eg g in the nex t cell becomes 
moldy . E ach leaking eg g causes about 


tw o eg g s besides itself to rot. 
On the 
oth e r hand, g ood early spring eg g s 
with sound, clean shells show less 
th an 1 p er cent loss from decay by 
November. 
In oth e r wrords, six eg g 
3 
in every dozen cracked eg g s will rot, 
while only one sound eg g in 12 dozen 
will rot, all oth e r conditions being 
eq ual. 
T he cracked eg g s a re a heavy 
economic loss. 
Los s $9 4 Pe r Ca rloa d. 
E g g s a t th e e a ste rn seaboard dur­ 
ing the early spring a re com m only 
w orth about 20 cents a dozen. 
C ar­ 
ry ing 
charg es, 
including 
insurance, 
are usually about 2 ce nts a dozen. 
T herefore, 
th e 
nine 
cracked 
eg g s 
w hich are spoiled by N ovem ber show 
a total loss, not only of th e ir value 
w hen th ey w ere stored, w hich was 
about 15 cents, but also th e carry ing 
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charg es, or a 
total 
of 
1 6 ^ 
cents. 
A bout ten cracked eg g s out of th e 
19 , on the averag e, will not spoil, but 
are m uch low er in g rade w hen coming 
out of storag e th an th e sound eg g s. 
T h e y will be sold for about 33 per cent 
less th a n th e sound, g ood eg g s, m a k­ 
ing , on a 25-cent basis, a noth e r loss 
of 7 cents, or 
a total loss due to 
cracked eg g s alone of 23 ^ cents 
a 
case, or about $9 4 on a carload of 400 
cases. 
T his loss of 23 
cents a case, which 
is believed to be a conservative esti­ 
m ate, q uickly m ounts up to im posing 
fig ures w hen th e vast num be r of cases 
of eg g s th a t a re stored is ta ke n into 
consideration. 
In 
45 
cold-storag e 
houses alone, according to th e rep ort 
of th e A m erican W are h ouse m en’s a s­ 
sociation, about 3,7 50,000 cases of eg g s 
w ere in stora g e on July 1, 19 15. 
If 
th e se cases suffered th e a verag e da m ­ 
ag e, in th ese w arehouses alone th ere 
would be a loss to th e country of 
$8 8 1,000 th a t m ig h t have been saved 
to th e eg g industry from p roducer to 
th e consum er if shippers had been 
m ore careful in packing th e ir early 
sp ring eg g s.

Cle a ne d Ev e ry Da y — Fla t Wa s h

How often do y ou clean up th e w a­ 
te r pans in y our henh ouses? 
You 
oug ht to clean th em every day . 
For 
a dirty w ater pan is th e sure st w ay 
of sp reading disease throug h out y our 
flock. 
T h e best w ay of handling w a te r In 
th e poultry house is to keep it in a 
cheap, flat w ash basin th a t can be 
easily cleaned and refilled. 
It doesn’t 
pay to bother w ith p atent w a te r tanks. 
You will have to fill th e m just as 
often as the basins, and th ey a re h a rd­ 
e r to clean up. 
Place th e open basin on a box some 
eig ht or ten inches hig h and perhaps 
eig hteen inches sq uare, and m ake a 
runw ay for this. 
T his keeps it from 
filling up with dirt and straw from the 
floor, and th e h ens do not clim b into 
it in drinking . 
T hen put th e box and basin in a 
sunny corner of th e house aw ay from 
th e roosts and nests, so th a t no dirt 
can fall into it from above. 
Clean it and refill writh clean, fresh 
w a te r every day and y ou will have 
put th e disease g erm s to flig ht indefi­ 
nitely .— W isconsin Station. 


PROPER HOUSING FOR TOOLS 


All Imple me nts Should Be Prote c te d 
From We a the r Whe n Not In Us e 
to Sa v e De pre c ia tion. 


T h e only w ay to overcom e deprecia­ 
tion is to provide proper housing for 
all tools and im plem ents. 
T his will 
p rotect them from the w e ath e r when 
they a re not in use. 
W hile th e q ues­ 
tion of housing is im portant, it is 
eq ually Im portant th a t th e defective 
and broken p a rts be repaired. 
A w orkshop is req uired 
to 
m ake 
th ese repairs. 
It need not be larg e, 
but sufficiently room y to allow for a 
w ork bench, a stove, and a certain 
am ount of floor space w here th e m a ­ 
ch inery or tools m ay be repaired, or 
taken a p a rt and reassem bled.

Acts 16:6-15. 


GOLDEN TEXT.— Come over into Macedonia and help us. 
Acts 16:9. 


It is beautiful to see Paul and Bar­ 
nabas and Silas and others teaching 
and preaching the word of the Lord at 
Antioch after their return from Jeru­ 
salem. Personally I am heartily grate­ 
ful to God that lie ever led me to give 
myself wholly to the study and ex­ 
position of Ilis word and that He has 
been graciously pleased to use me to 
help many to know Him better.

of such good friends as Barnabas and 
Paul, but the Ix>rd overruled it for 
good by sending forth four mission­ 
aries instead of two, Barnabas and 
Mark sailing to Cyprus, while Paul 
and Silas went through Syria and Cili­ 
cia (xv, 35-41). 
The first missionary tour ended at 
Lystra and Derbe, whence Paul and 
Barnabas retraced their steps by the 
way they had dome, strengthening the 
saints and assuring them that tribula­ 
tion was the way to the kingdom 
(xiv, 21-26). 
Now we find Paul again 
at Lystra and Derbe and are intro­ 
duced to Timothy, of whom Paul spoke 
as “my own sou in the faith” and of 
whom he wrote saying, “I have no 
man so dear unto me” (I Tim. i, 2; 
Phil, ii, 2b; margin). 
He also speaks 
of his mother. Eunice, and his grand­ 
mother, Lois, and of their unfeigned 
faith, which had been granted to Tim­ 
othy likewise (II Tim. i. 5). Being well 
reported of by the brethren that were 
at Lystra and Iconium, Paul took him 
aJ^ng with him on this journey, and 
we find him associated with Paul in 
his letters tq

while in each of th e le tte rs To the 
Thessalonians the greeting is from 
Paul and Silas and Timothy. 
It will certainly be interesting if 
Timothy shall tell us some day in the 
kingdom that he saw Paul stoned, 
dragged out of the city as a dead man, 
return to life and return to the city, 
nid that with the teaching at home led 
him to receive the I»rd Jesus; wheth­ 
er in that way or just by the word 
preached he was one of those whom 
God gave to Paul and in a special way 
a man after his own heart (verses l-.‘>). 
As they went from city to city they
